The ground under and ar- 
onnd the house, if not naturally dry, shonld 
be thoroughly and deeply drained. Diph- 
theria does come from farthrough the air, 
theretore do not shut up your house tightly 


thinking thereby to shut out the disease. | 


By se doing you shut in the poison of re- 
breathed air,pwhich paves the wayand makes 
it easy for the poison of dipthena to claim 
vour children, Let the sunshine in by day 
and the pure air both by day and night 
When diphtheria is prevalent, avot all 
crowded gatherings ; especially keep child 

ren from such such places, What is ap 

parently only a common sore throat in 
adults will sometimes give rise to an ont- 
preak of diplther ain children ; therctore, 
in all cases of sere throat, prudence would 
dictate caution in using dishes which others 
are touse, A kiss toa child under those 

jrcumstances may be the unconse lous sig 
nature of the the little one’s death warrant; 
When diphther is rife, keep from the child- 
ren gum, jewsharps, barmonicans and 
other things which go from mouth to 
mouth.

It has been demonstrated over and over 
again that perfectly clean ground will pro- 
duce a clean crop. It is with smut as with 
weeds of all sorts ; if we have secds. we 
shall have weeds growing up as a result,but 
ifwe have no seeds the re will be no weeds. 
So with smut ; clean seed upon a 
field will result in a clean crop. 
low a second crop to immediately follow a 
emutted crop of wheat Jugt how great a 
length of time ought to intervene has not 
been certainly determined It would be 
much safer to allow several years, however, 


ind it would be still better to have the soil | 


stirred frequently as by planting a cultivat- 
ed crop like corn or potatoes, There are 
at least two distinct diseases of wheat to 
which the name of smut is popularly ap- 
plied, although they can be readily distin 
guished by a little care in making an ex- 
amination of the heads. In one case the 
kernals only are affected, the interior of 
each being a black powdery mass, the skin 
of the grain being, however, intact.
